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Police reserves known for volunteerism 


When volunteerism is discussed, an often 
forgotten volunteer group is the Police Reserves. 

"Last year, 1992, this group put in 2358 hours 
which would represent $43,888," said Sierra Madre 
Police Chief I.E. (Bill) Betts, recently. "These 
reserves supplement and assist personnel in 
delivering service to the community. They 
participate in such events as the Fourth of July, 
Candlelight Walk, Mt. Wilson Trail Race, Wistaria 
Fete. This volunteerism extends to other holidays. 
When others are off playing, these reserves 
volunteer their time to make sure that the 
department is adequately staffed. Many events 
would be very difficult to staff if it weren’t for the 
volunteers." 

Chief Betts said that there is an ongoing 
recruitment process for the reserve unit and urged 
anyone who is interested to call the Police 
Departament at 355-1414. 

Betts pointed to the new bicycle program as one 
of those volunteer programs. 

"The reserve unit was discussing how to assist 
the community with some of the nagging 


enforcement problems. They came up with the idea 
They volunteer their time and resources, paying for 
their bicycles and uniforms, all equipment and 
training." 

Actually, the idea originated with Officer Larry 
Pitkin, a reserve officer and part-time police 
officer. It took him over a month to organize his 
idea and the bicycle officers were on the street May 
7 this year. 

"Reserve officers are only different from the 
regular police in that they don’t get paid. They pay 
for their ut.iforms out of their own pockets," Pitkin 
said. 

He outlined the cost of his bicycle uniform; 
bike, $800; bike equipment, $200; uniform, $40; 
helmet, $55; shoes, $35 on sale; web belt which 
includes the gun holster, $123. The gun is provided 
by the Police Department. 

Pitkin explained that 60% of all tickets goes to 
the city, the rest to the state. "For instance, if we 
cite someone for speeding or for an illegal U-tum,

Citizen’s group questions 
budget; asks for audit.

A group of Sierra Madre citizens made the fol¬ 
lowing presentation at City Council Tuesday evening 
with Steven Broiles as spokesperson. The group asks 
for an audit for the city and questions whether 
Sierra Madre is bankrupt. Those citizens include 
Caroline Bourque Brown, Gurdon Miller, Linda 
Thornton, Toni Moran, Ralph C. Schroder, Steven 
A. Broiles, Michael Fonnanack, Verna Lee Chilton, 
Roger H. Brown anrf Bill Chilton. The report 
follows. Ed. 

We are opposed to the adoption of the budget 
as presented. Because of the city’s extreme finan¬ 
cial condition, we support the adoption of a utility 
tax and any other new revenue-generation measures 
that prove necessary provided the city performs an 
audit and determines its exact state of financial 
affairs. 

The city must determine what is necessary to 
restore financial health and develop and implement 
a plan to do so. To pass new taxes and fees without 
knowing the full economic picture is fiscally irres¬ 
ponsible. 

The context of this position arises from the con¬ 
text of information reported in last week’s Sierra 
Madre News. (City Treasurer Douglas Berkshire 
article.) This article asks the question that we are 
not bankrupt, we are just using money from restrict¬ 
ed funds for general purposes. Our city treasurer 
assures us that this practice is “perfectly legal and 
indicates that some plan may be undertaken to pay 

back the restricted funds. 

In addition, at last week’s utility tax hearing, 
our city administrator (Jim McRea) informed us 
that the city does not segregate its restricted funds 
from its general funds, but keeps them comingled 
in a single account, spends from this account and 
determines fund balances based upon an accounting 
function.

this. Naturally, we determined to look into this mat¬ 
ter. First of all, we obtgained a copy of resolution 
93-29 dated June 22, 1993, which purported to auth¬ 
orize the transfer of funds. The language of this 
resolution is so defective that it is nearly impossible 
to make sense of it. It does, however, refer to funds 
listed on Exhibit “A.” When we obtained the copy 
of the resolution, there was no Exhibit “A” 
attached to it. We called City Hall to obtain a copy 
of it. We were informed that Exhibit “A” was being 
“developed at this time.” In other words, the reso¬ 
lution was passed by the council with no exhibit pro¬ 
viding the details as to the amount or source of the 
funds shifted around. 

Later, we learned that a similar resolution had 
been adopted a year ago. We obtained a copy of 
resolution 92-33 and found that there is no Exhibit 
“A” attached to it either, even though that doc¬ 
ument again purports to authorize transfer of funds 
listed thereon. To the best of our knowledge, no 
Exhibit “A” has ever been developed for 1992. What 
we have developed is the practice of the council giv¬ 
ing the city administration a blank check to all city 
funds whether whey were originally reserve funds or 
restricted funds.

Other newscasts 
concerning the movement are continuing this week. 

Reacting to news that George Maurer is appeal¬ 
ing his case against the Sierra Madre News, a case 
that Maurer lost recently in a Superior Court- 
ordered arbitration, a group of concerned business 
leaders has formed this organization to provide 
financial and moral support for The News publisher 
Jan Reed. 

Focus of the group is on providing finances as 
well as emotional support to Reed. According to 
committee chairman and business owner Ann Luke, 
a hastily arranged get-together, following only a few 


phone calls, resulted in an organizational meeting of 
over 20 people last Thursday, with many more ex¬ 
pressing regret that schedules did not permit them to 
attend. 

Plans are underway for major fund-raising ac¬ 
tivities. 

Luke says, “The response has been thrilling!

An Unglorious Fourth

The Fourth of July is our nation’s birth¬ 
day, and it is only right and proper that it 
should be celebrated with exuberance. And it 
does, or should, remind us of the rights and 
privileges we enjoy. It should also be a day of 
reverence. I have seen many Fourths, but one 
day, many years ago, it was a day of 
nightmarish fear, something never to be forgot¬ 
ten. 

On the Fourth of July, 1923, Jack Demp¬ 
sey and Tommy Gibbons met in a boxing match 
in Shelby, Montana. Dempsey won the match, 
and the city of Shelby went broke in the pro¬ 
cess, but that didn’t seem to matter. I had read 
earlier that the match would be duplicated on 
the beach at Santa Monica, so in early after¬ 
noon of the great day I boarded a Pacific Elec¬ 
tric interurban in Hollywood and soon found 
myself at Palisade Park. It was a short walk to 
the pier, where on the sand nearby, a square 
boxing “ring” had been erected. Two men, 
professionals, no doubt, were trying to imitate 
the match going on in Montana. They were get¬ 
ting their instructions from a man seated at a 
ringside table who was receiving the blow by 
blow account of the fight by telegraph. 

I watched for a few rounds, but soon 
found it dull and unconvincing, so went back to 
the streetcar stop. I was soon on board and 
headed back to Hollywood. 

In those faraway days, what is now called 
West Hollywood was then called Sherman. 
There was a sub-power station there and for 
some reason all cars stopped there for 10 
minutes. I decided to stretch my legs, and then 


began a session of fear such as I have never ex¬ 
perienced before of after. As I stepped from the 
car I was forcibly pinned to the steps by a large 
middle-aged man in a grey suit. I struggled and 
protested, and the man flashed a badge and 
said, “I am looking for a murderer and you 
answer the description.” I was paralyzed with 
fright, completely immobilized. The officer, a 
U.S. Marshal, then questioned me at 
length...what was my name and birthplace, 
where did I work, where did I live, where did I 
eat my meals? Shaking to the point where I 
could barely speak, I answered as best I could. 

He then asked for identification, and I told 
him I had a letter in my pocket. He had already 
frisked me for weapons, I gave permission to 
reach inside my coat pocket. The letter was 
from a girl in Idaho with thorn I had fallen in 
love the previous winter. It was her first letter 
and in it she expressed her love for me and her 
sadness at our separation. Folded in the letter 
was a sheet of tissue paper, enclosing a lock of 
dark brown hair. The officer slowly read the 
letter and gave the lock of hair a long look. 

For a moment he was silent, and then, put¬ 
ting everything together, he handed me the 
envelope. “You may go now,” and he was 
gone. With shaking legs I climbed the car steps 
and fell into a seat, completely unnerved. I later 
found out that he shadowed me for a week, but 
I never saw him, and heard no more. 

In my desk is an envelope, yellow with 
age. In it is a letter, the faded ink still legible. 
There is also a lock of dark brown hair. The let¬ 
ter ends...“I think of you often. Yours with 
love, Pluma.” 

The date on the envelope is May 5, 1923.

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EDC to recommend DRC to 
continue; many business 
plans in offing to create 
interest in Sierra Madre and 
generate revenue for the city 



Three of the eight voting members of the 
Eeonomie Development Committee who met Mon¬ 
day evening voted against recommending to the City 
Council that the Design Review Council (DRC) 
become a formal part of the planning/building/- 
process of the city. 

Bill Sullivan Jr., Roy Buchan and Frank Van 
Dongen voted against making sure that the goals of 
DRC are met during the building process. 

Voting in favor of the DRC motion were Helen 
Elliott, Judy Webb-Martin, Susan Taylor-Colby, 
Don Murphy, Dave May and Matt Agle. Chairman 
Bob Oden did not vote. 

Before the vote, there had been an hour’s dis¬ 
cussion of whether DRC should be “left as it is, 
modified with ‘more teeth’ or dissolved.’’ Dave May 
made the motion which passed the committee. 

In other matters, when the question came up of 
floating a CRA bond issue toward developing a 
parking lot behind businesses on the east side of 
Baldwin Ave., between Montecito and Sierra Madre 
Blvd., City Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray 
cautioned, “To Boat a bond issue isn’t what we’re 
looking for from this committee.” She explained 
that the council is looking “for some very unique 
ideas, the way things fit together...an integrated 
approach” for Sierra Madre. 

Chairman Oden asked, “How can we justify a 
tram line, for instance, if we don’t know the 
finances?” That idea was one of the “blue sky” 
ideas that has been presented by the “blue sky” sub¬ 
committee. Other subcommittes include business 
development, non-retail development and business 
retention. 

Those in favor of the motion also pointed out 
that this motion should encompass the fact that the 
guidelines of DRC be met during the plan approval 
process and that the purpose be to “encourage the 
varied, yet orderly and harmonious appearance of 
all landscaping, parking and open space areas within 
the commercial or industrially zoned district.” The 
last quoted section is taken from the slated objec¬ 
tives of the Design Review Council. 

Some of the ideas for businesses in Sierra 
Madre include the following: pumping up Montecito 
as an arts/crafts location; camping, outdoors and 
mountaineer products, sports products, shoe store, 
gourmet/specialty cooking shop; restaurants/dinner 
house; medical facility; theater orientation; bed and 
breakfast; book store; Mt. Wilson Tramway; art 
center, filming, retirement home, specialty manufac¬ 
turing. 

Buchan said concerning the parking lot idea, 
“We need a feeling for what that would cost...We 
need to decide what we’re going to do. The bond 
issue would be paid by the tax increment.” 


Webb-Martin said, “We need to come up with a 
plate of projects with ways to finance those 
projects.” 

MacGillivray continued with her suggestions, 
“We need to look at the town as a whole. To worry 
about whether or not we float a bond isn’t what we 
are looking for from the committee.” 

Oden said, “But how can we justify recommen¬ 
ding a project if we don’t know the financial im¬ 
plications? 1 can’t say I’d recommend a project 
unless 1 can say it will generate a certain amount of 
revenues for the city. If we come forward to the City 
Council with a packet of ideas, where is the impetus 
of the City Council to do something with this? There 
needs to be some leverage.” 

Buchan cautioned, “The CRA has a boundary. 
There is no tax increment outside that area.” 

Oden returned, “A dollar’s a dollar. If the 
county takes a buck, we get a buck, too.” 

Joe Catalano, chairman of the DRC, inter¬ 
jected, “A tram or bringing Southwest Museum 
both look great. It would be a lightning rod to get 
them here. On the other hand, we have to look 
holistically to what we want Sierra Madre to be.” 

Murphy explained that there had been an 
analysis done of the area behind Kersting Court. 
"The problem is access, how to make it work.” 

Several property owners there complained 
about information leaking to The News without 
their being apprised, if it concerns them. 

Bill Schlote, owner of Village Auto Clinic, who 
has the business in one of the buildings proposed to 
be removed in the proposed parking lot venture 
behind businesses on North Baldwin, asked the 
status of URM (unreinforced masonry as it applies 
to earthquake-proofing). “It’s been rumored to me 
that some property-owners are not planning to 
upgrade their buildings. Are they non-habitable 
buildings as of Aug. 1?...Sierra Madre is not 
Monterey Park. Most of the businesses in Sierra 
Madre draw Sierra Madre, Arcadia, Pasadena. As a 
result, we don’t need to have critical blockages con¬ 
cerning painting signs.” 

He complained that he had problems with DRC 
concerning painting his sign blue and white. 

Vito Corazzelli of KC’s Closet said, “We don’t 
need design review. If you see three teepees, you 
don’t put up a big glass building.” 

Jerry Meyer of Paper Palace said, “It’s con¬ 
frontational. Existing city codes cover signs. There is 
no need for another city body to interpret the sign 
ordinance.” 

The next EDC meeting will be July 26th. The 
EDC will present their interum report at a late 
August City Council meeting.

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF MALCOLM X 
Malcolm X with Alex Haley 

Author Alex Haley (“Roots”) spent two 
years interviewing Malcolm X before Malcolm 
X’s assassination Feb. 21, 1965. These inter¬ 
views culminated in “The Autobiography of 
Malcolm X,” a book Malcolm X felt sure he 
would never live to see published. In this 
autobiography, Malcolm X explains in his own 
words what influences shaped his life and 
thinking. Haley gives some additional perspec¬ 
tive in the lengthy epilogue. 

Malcolm X enthusiastically describes his 
criminal background as a hustler, drug addict 
and burglar, peppering this section with lively 
and colorful tales. Unfortunately, even though 
he still speaks with equal verve, he degenerates 
into lengthy tirades bordering on political/- 


religious fanaticism in the section after his post- 
Muslim conversion. We cannot help but 
squirm, not from Malcolm X’s stinging accusa¬ 
tions and fiery rhetoric, but from stylistically- 
induced ennui. I am not saying, however, that 
“Malcolm X” should not be read. Books do 
more than entertain—Marcolm X hoped that 
this book “might prove to be a testimony of 
some social value.” It is crucial for all men and 
women, regardless of race or religious or 
political beliefs, to come to grips with what is 
happening in our society, and the role each one 
of us plays through our action or inaction. 

Malcolm X was a charismatic leader, a 
man who held firm to his ideals and who 
strongly believed in taking action. He also 
believed in knowledge, and he believed in 
change when knowledge warranted it. Malcolm 
X held high principles and ideologies and he 
fought for them. His autobiography demystif¬ 
ies a man whose motivations have been mis¬ 
understood and whose intentions have been 
misinterpreted. Not a militant, racist, separatist 
or segregationalist in his view, Malcolm X, in 
his later years, would advocate that “The well- 
meaning white people...(have) to combat, ac¬ 
tively and directly, the racism in other white 
people. And the black people (have) to build 
within themselves much greater awareness that 
along with equal rights there (has) to be the 
bearing of equal responsibilities.” We would 
do well to heed his words. 


Police Department works 24 hours 
to keep all 10,810 residents safe 


Four shifts in the 
Sierra Madre Police 
Department are worked 
around the clock to keep 
10,810 Sierra Madreans 
safe. The police cover 
3.06 square miles, travel¬ 
ing 34.6 miles of streets, 
and patroling four 
parks. 

The shifts, 24 hours a 
day, range from 8 a.m. 
to 4 pim., 4 p.m. to mid¬ 
night, midnight to 8 a.m.

Four sergeants, nine 
officers and 10 reserve 
officers take their turns 
for duty.

Stats show Sierra Madre is very safe 


Utility tax and budget pass 
City Council Tuesday 


Without too much fanfare the Sierra Madre Ci¬ 
ty Council passed the Utility User’s Tax Tuesday 
evening, with the provision that it will begin on July 
27, 1993, and expire on July 26, 1998. 

The tax will be at a rate of 6 percent or at a 
lesser rate as established by the City Council annual¬ 
ly on or before Aug. 1 of each year. That was the 
language of this first reading by title only with the 
second reading and adoption set for July 27. 

The council directed staff to interview several of 
the largest users downtown before determining a 
cap. 

The tax will be on Southern California Edison, 
GTE, Southern California Gas, and Sierra Madre 
Water Department. Consumers are reminded that 
the water tax will be on water only and not for 
sewer, etc. 

Also taken into consideration will be exemption 
for low income households in accordance with HUD 
guidelines. There is a maximum limit of $2160 per 
year for single utility (which would be representative 
of an average $3000 per month utility bill). 

The estimated average that this will cost the 
residents is $9.35; however, many residents have 
voiced their concern that it will be much higher than 
that. At least the consumer has some control about 
attempting to keep his/her costs down by using less 


of the utility. 

At the meeting Tuesday evening, the motion to 
accept the budget met with no second the first time it 
was broached. City Coucilman Gary Adams said he 
wanted to hear more about the possible closure of 
the pool during winter months. City Councilman 
Lee Cline said he had “not received adequate infor¬ 
mation to have time to study the budget.” 

Several spoke about the need to keep the pool 
open for a least part of the winter months. 

Closure dates projected were Nov. 13 to Feb. 
20; however, finals are planned for the first week in 
February which would make this date impossible. 

Steve Halasey was concerned about the “inef¬ 
ficiency with the way the pool was managed. A cover 
exists. Why not use it daily? Heating is on a timer 
rather than a thermostat. Why is the pool heated in 
the summer?” 

Members of the Dolphins Swim Club offered to 
host bake sales to raise money to assist with funding. 

When they returned to the budget, however, the 
council adopted it with provisions for investigating 
how the problems of the pool could be solved. 

More concerning the City Council meeting will 
apptear in next week’s edition of The News since the 
hour was late when the council adjourned. 


In 1991, Sierra Madre 
was decreed as the safest 
town with a population 
of 10,000 or more in all 
of the Los Angeles area, 
and second safest town 
in the entire state. 

Statistics during the 
year 1992 continue to 
reflect Sierra Madre’s 
safety record with 212 
major crime offenses. 
That reflects 50 more 
cases than in 1991 which 
is an increase of 30.8 per¬ 
cent. 

Sierra Madre’s index 
for 1992 is a mere 1%9, a 
very low figure com¬ 
pared with area cities. 

Last year’s stats show 
that all crimes are up 
from 1991, however. As 
was reported earlier, ma¬ 
jor crimes arc up 30 per¬ 
cent, crimes of violence 
are up 7 percent, crimes 
against property rose to 


33 percent while proper¬ 
ty recovered jumped to 
113 percent. Property 
stolen is up 62 percent 
and the number of traf¬ 
fic accidents rose 18 per¬ 
cent. 

The crime clearance 
rate is also up 11 percent, 
however, from 1991. 

There were 5345 calls 
for service in 1992. This 
figure does not include 
traffic citations, arrest 
statistics and the other 
activities in this report. I 

In addition, there were 
5264 crime prevention 
type police activities such 
as traffic stops, suspic¬ 
ious persons checks, 
field interview cards, etc. 
Those two numbers 
equal 10,609 police- 
related activities in 1992. 

Crimes against proper¬ 
ty are more common in 
upper middle class com¬ 
munities such as Sierra 


Madre. The losses are 
great, the recovery low. 

In 1992, 74 burglaries 
were committed in Sierra 
Madre. Of these, 14 per¬ 
cent were cleared by ar¬ 
rests or identification of 
the suspect. The national 
clearance number is 13 
percent. 

Thefts included 121 
with 15 percent cleared. 
The national clearance 
rate is 17 percent. 

The value of stolen 
property in 1992 stands 
at $390,470 and the 
recovery was $145,585 
(37 percent). 

The northwest portion 
of the town has the 
highest number of 
burglaries—18. There 
were 14 in the central 
northwest, 14 in the 
southwest, 11 in the Cen¬ 
tral Business District and 
5 in the canyon area. 


There were 10 burglaries 
in the central northeast 
and 2 in the southeast, 
and none in the north¬ 
east. 

The Central Business 
District is tops in 
thefts—38. The north¬ 
west is next with 22, cen¬ 
tral northeast had 9, the 
southwest, 17, and the 
canyon, 5. The central 
northeast had 12 thefts, 
southeast, 9, and the 
northeast, 9, also. 

We had 26 injury ac¬ 
cidents with one fatality 
in 1992. There were 76 
noninjury accidents for a 
total of 103 accidents in 
1992. 

There were 83 accid¬ 
ents in 1990 and 87 in 
1991. 

Total number of traf¬ 
fic citations in 1992 
stood at 3783, a drop 
from 4495 in 1991 and 
5626 for 1990.

Next, we learned that the city is required to and 
does file a year-end financial report with the state 
controller’s ofice. Review of these documents for 
1988 through 1992 (1991 has not been produced) in¬ 
dicates serious defects in the calculation and report¬ 
ing of the city’s finances. Simple arithmetic errors 
and other changes produce a $3 million difference 
from what we are told is balancing our budget. Our 
budget has not been balanced since at least 198 . 

The import of this is twofold; one, we are being 
lied to. We are told that it will be difficult, but t^hat 
we will have a balanced budget, and that hardships 
are necessary to accomplish this. In fact, we do no 
have a balanced budget and have not had a balanced 
budget and that we,have no clear concept of exactly 
how far in debt we are, how much restricted fund 
have been spent and how we are going to pay this 

^^'^'^The second problem with this is that this type of 
financing is in violation of the state constitution. 
Article XVI, Section 18, which reads: 

‘‘No county, city, town...shall incur any indebt¬ 
edness or liability in any manner or for any pur¬ 
pose exceding in any year the income and revenue 
provided for such year, without the assent of two- 
thirds of the qualified electors thereof, voting at 
an election to be held for that purpose... 

In other words, a city can only spend what it 
gets each year. In our case, the city has spent more 
than it received for several years now and all of next 
.year’s entire revenue is not equal to the deficit 
already in place. And until now, no one outside city 


government has known about this and no provision 
has been made to rectify this. 

It is imperative that we obtain an audit to deter¬ 
mine the exact financial condition, and begin devel¬ 
opment of a plan to rectify the existing problems. 
Any consideration of a utility tax or any other 
revenue measure must acknowledge that the city’s 
problems are more serious than we previously believ¬ 
ed. Furthermore, we need to understand how this 
happened so that we can take steps to make sure this 
situation does not recur. 

We submit that this is not a problem of politics 
or policy, but a problem of practicality and legality. 
Our city’s very existence as an independent entity 
will depend on the resolution of this problem. Should 
we succeed at resolving this problem, we can con¬ 
tinue to exist as a city with all the community spirit 
and pride we deserve. If we do not, we will fade out 
of existence and be merged into another political 
entity, the county or another nearby city. 

We have generally felt that this council is a group 
of responsible people. We are confident that this 
faith will be justified by the manner in which this 
critical matter is handled. 

City Attorney Charles Martin answered the 
report, which was read by Attorney Broiles, by 
praising the other attorney and saying that he, Mar¬ 
tin, had urged the council to retain a city auditor for 
a special report which would include interfund 
transfers from 1990-91, 1991-92 and 1992-93, to and 
from the county. 

“The auditor will discover if they were handled 
correctly or handled improperly. The City Council 
has authorized the city administrator to have the 
audit completed within 30 days, ’’ Martin said.

$60 goes to Sierra Madre. 1 average about four 
tickets a month. With those who conteset the ticket, 
f go to court. Of course, I don’t get paid when I go 
to court, and I go to court on my day off. 

What is the average number of court 
appearances? Last month, Pitkin appeared three 

times and he has a case coming up in July. "I get 
off duty at 8 a.m., go to court at 1:30 then have to 
go back to work by 3:30 p.m." 

That doesn’t leave much time for sleep. 


Pitkin is married and has two children. 

Reserve officers, besides Pitkin, are Mike Cobb, 
Ruben Enriquez, Luis Mota, Joe Reyes, Caspar 
Ruiz, Paul Salcedo, Mitch Thomas, JoAnne Walters 
and John Thompson. 

Concerning uniform costs, Betts pointed out the 
need of all officers—reserve or not—to have four 
changes, and summer and winter uniforms. He 
estimated $1200 for the uniforms and $1500 for the 
safety equipment (weapon, handcuffs, baton, 
leather gear, vest).

Another is the 
poster types used in post 
offices. They can be 
quaint and tie in with the 
local flavor. 

1 would venture to 
guess that local dona¬ 
tions would be available 
to finance these “com¬ 
munication centers.”

When are the people 
of Sierra Madre going to 
wake up? When are you 
going to realize how 
wonderful you have it 
here in the Foothills?

I was in a well es¬ 
tablished business in 
town when I heard the 
employee behind the 
counter spurt off at the 
mouth about how rude 
our new police bicycle 
officers are. He was talk¬ 
ing to someone who 
he’s probably known for 
years, when he went on 
about how the officers 
ride on the sidewalks, 
and set a bad example. 
It was quite obvious, his 
vast experience and ed¬ 
ucation, probably receiv¬ 
ed from Yale or a sim¬ 
ilar Ivy League college, 
led him to talk about 


something he was so 
blind to. 

After I made my pur¬ 
chase I left and figured 
what I heard was single 
person expressing his 
opinion and that he was 
surely alone.

Then the Embassy 
Ball, handsomely chor¬ 
eographed, takes place in 
a set more reminiscent of

The sultry weather we 
have been experiencing 
is not only uncomfort¬ 
able but can also be dan¬ 
gerous. Unchecked expo¬ 
sure to heat above 90 
degrees Fahrenheit can 
lead to serious illness and 
even death. Joseph M. 
Kaplan, president of 
the Greater Los Angeles 
Chapter, National Safety 
Council, suggests follow¬ 
ing these tips for hand¬ 
ling the summer heat: 

-Follow weather re¬ 
ports and adjust your 
daily routines according¬ 
ly. Limit more strenuous 
activities to early morn¬ 
ing or evening periods 
when it is cooler. 

-Dress in light, loose¬ 
ly-woven cotton clothing 
which allows air circula¬ 
tion. Light-colored cloth¬ 
ing reflects the sun’s 
rays, while dark cloth¬ 
ing absorbs them. Wide- 
brimmed hats help keep 
you cool as well. 

-If you are working 
outside, take periodic 
rest breaks in the shade 
or any cooler area. 

-Never leave children 
or pets inside a car, even 
if the windows are open. 
On sunny days, tempera¬ 
tures in an enclosed car 
can climb rapidly and far 
exceed 100 degrees Fah¬ 
renheit. 

-Drink plenty of li¬ 
quids. You must replenish 
your body fluids by 
drinking before, during 
and after physical acti¬ 
vity. Avoid alcohol and 
caffeine which cause 
dehydration. 

-Get plenty of sleep 
and eat light, nutritious, 
non-fatty meals.

My cat just died from feline leukemia. What caus¬ 
es it and is there any cure? 

Feline leukemia is a very contagious viral infec¬ 
tion. It is transmitted primarily through cat Mliva 
by grooming or biting. There is no cure. Eighty 
percent of infected cats will die within three years. 
A small percentage of cats can fight the virus off 
and become negative. The virus can affect any 
organ system especially the bone marrow. Many 
cats will develop a severe anemia and/or develop 
a high fever. They are also more likely to develop 
lymphosarcoma. It is important to test and vacci¬ 
nate kiliens. A perfectly healthy appearing kitten 
can actually be infected with the virus. The virus 
can remain dormant for several years before any 
signs develop. It is also important that feline 
leukemia positive cats be kept isolated from other 
cats to prevent the sprecid of infection.

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Former Citizen of the Year, 
AMH chaplain dies at 79 


A service in celebra¬ 
tion of the life of the 
Rev. Dr. Paul G.- 
Johenk, who was resi¬ 
dent chaplain at 
Methodist Hospital until 
his retirement in 1984, 
was held at the Church 
of the Good Shepherd 
last week Wednesday. 

Johenk, who died on 
July 2, just 12 days 
before his 80th birthday, 
had been the first 
fulltime resident 
chaplain at Los Angeles 
County General before 
going to the Arcadia 
hospital in 1958, a year 
after the hospital open¬ 
ed. 

During those 26 years 
with AMH, he started 
daily church broadcasts, 
Sunday services via clos¬ 
ed circuit television from 
the Church of the Good 
Shepherd and Col¬ 
legium, a group of peo¬ 
ple from the healthcare 
field and members of the 
clergy who met weekly. 

During his career,' 
Johenk served on the 
faculty at Arizona State 
University, Mt. San An¬ 
tonio College, Whittier 
College and PCC. He 
also was the clinical 
supervisor to gradutate 
students at Fuller 
Seminary. 

Arcadia Citizen of the 
Year in 1976, he was 
named Grand Chaplain 
of the Grand Lodge of 
Free and Accepted 
Masons in Southern 
California and Hawaii 
and he was named to the 
L.A. County Commis¬ 
sion on Human Rela¬ 
tions. 


In addition to his 
chaplaincy duties, he 
served on the ethics com¬ 
mittee at the hospital, 
was chairman of the Ar¬ 
cadia Bicentennial Com¬ 
mission in 1975, and was 
active in Arcadia Red 
Cross, Coordinating 
Council, Rotary and the 
Library Board of 
Trustees. He also was a 
thespian and was a 
member of Fishermen 
Players. 

At the service in his 
honor, he was described 
as “storyteller par ex- 
cellance.” Dr. Vincent 
Fortanasce, who was a 
speaker at the service, 
said that Johenk’s legacy 
was “how to live life.” 
He added that Johenk 
was “so brilliant, yet so 
human.” 

The Rev. James 
Froede said that Johenk 
had a Bachelor’s in com¬ 
passion, Master’s in 


solace and a Doctorate in 
comfort. In reality, he 
graduated from the 
School of Education and 
the Graduate School of 
Religion at Temple 
University. He earned a 
doctorate at the San 
Francisco Theological 
Seminary and a Doctor 
of Divinity from Burton 
College and Seminary in 
Colorado. 

A Master Mason for 4 
years, Johenk was also 
honored with a Masonic 
service conducted by 
Gene Fields and Jack 
Saelid of the Arcadia/- 
San Gabriel Lodge No. 
278. 

Johenk is survived by 
his wife, Ellen of Ar¬ 
cadia, five children and 
10 grandchildren. 

In lieu of flowers, the 
family suggested that 
contributions be made to 
the Methodist Hospital 
Foundation.

Community picnic to celebrate 
90 years for city, hospital 


An afternoon and 
evening of musical enter¬ 
tainment, informational 
displays, demonstrations 
and refreshments will be 
featured at Arcadia 
High School on Sunday, 
July 18, 3-7 p.m., when 
both the city of Arcadia 
and Methodist Hospital 
of Southern California 
celebrate their 90th an¬ 
niversary. 

Methodist Hospital 
got its start in 1903 when 
a group of Methodist 
deaconesses acquired a 
two-story home in 
downtown Los Angeles, 
made the necessary 
modifications, and 
equipped the house with 
five beds. 

In 1955 the city of Ar¬ 
cadia agreed to lease a 
22-acre site to Methodist 
Hospital for one dollar 
per year for 99 years and 
the hospital moved to the 
city, opening in 1957 
with 138 beds. Methodist 


Hospital was the first 
California healthcare 
hospital to include a 
psychiatric unit in its 
master plan, and it 
pioneered the concept of 
on-site child care with 
the debut of the Kathy 
Kredell Nursery school 
for children of 
employees. 

Through several ex¬ 
pansions, Methodist 
Hospital has added more 
than 200 beds and has 
established a rehabilita¬ 
tion program, coronary 
care unit, outpatient 
surgery center, neonatal 
intensive care unit, 
10,000-square-foot 
emergency room and 
radiology/nuclear 
medicine service. 

The city of Arcadia 
was incorporated in 1903 
with 35 registered voters 
and a city revenue of 
$2000. It became a 
Charter City in 1951 
when it began to operate 


under the City Coun- 
cil/City Manager form 
of government. 

The city encompasses 
11.38 square miles and 
has 320 full-time 
employees. 

The community picnic 
is designed as a salute to 
both the hospital and the 
city for their successes in 
the past 90 years and for 
their vision for the 
future, according to Cin¬ 
dy Rowe, co-chairman 
of the community picnic. 
“It is an opportunity for 
residents and friends to 
celebrate what has gone 
before and to look for¬ 
ward to a future of ex¬ 
cellence,” said Rowe.

Council recap 

Consultant hired, parking 
official and pumper OKed 


For consulting services 
related to a potential 
Costco project at the 
northeast corner of Sec¬ 
ond Ave. and Santa 
Clara, the Arcadia City 
Council last week 
unanimously approved 
hiring Rosenow, 
Spevacek Group, Inc. 

The consulting firm 
will determine returns to 
the city and its 
Redevelopment Agency, 
income and costs to 
Costco and level of 
assistance required to 
establish development 
feasibility. RSG will also 
assist in preparing re¬ 
quired documents. 

The council also ap¬ 
proved the establishment 
of a parking hearing of¬ 
ficial, who will be 
responsible for hearing 
and disposing of all con¬ 
tested parking cases. In 
an effort to share costs 
and reduce ad¬ 
ministrative burden, the 
cities of Arcadia, 
Monrovia and Duarte 
will join forces to imple¬ 
ment and administer 
their respective parking 
adjudication programs. 
A single parking hearing 
official hired by Arcadia 
will serve as the hearing 
official for all three 
agencies, which will 
share in the cost of the 


program. 

Funding for the new 
program will come from 
additional parking fine 
revenue that was 
previously forwarded to 
Los Angeles County. 

In other action, the 
council approved the 
purchase of a new 
pumper for the fire 
department and will save 
an estimated $10,000 by 
including its purchase 
with that of the city of El 
Segundo, which is pur¬ 
chasing two new 
pumpers. The new 
pumper from Pierce 
Manufacturing of Ap¬ 
pleton, Wisconsin will 
cost $257,522, including 
delivery and sales tax. 

A five percent increase 
in the city water rate, 
which would increase an 
average water bill by 
$1.38 per month, was 
also approved by the 
council. Revenue derived 
from the increase will be 
used to offset the new 
water assessments charg¬ 
ed by the newly formed 
Water Quality Authori¬ 
ty, to inctease the 
replacement fund and to 
cover increases in 
operating costs, such as 
costs for material, equip¬ 
ment, supplies and water 
quality testing. 

On a 4-1 vote, with 


Councilman Robert Har- 
bicht casting the opposi¬ 
tion vote, the council ap¬ 
proved staff recommen¬ 
dation for new 
decorative residential 
street light illumination 
standards. 

On another 4-1 vote, 
with Mayor Joe Ciraulo 
opposing, the council 
denied an appeal and 
upheld the Planning 
Commission’s approval 
of a proposed two-story 
single-family residence in 
the 800 block' of 
Oakwood Ave. The 
Highland Homeowners 
Association’s Architec¬ 
tural Review Board had 
denied the project. 

The council also made 
presentations to Jim 
Parker, who retired as 
executive director of the 
Arcadia Red Cross, 
Glenn King, outgoing 
member of the Personnel 
Board; and Isabel 
Hooten and Warren 
Shaw, outgoing 
members of the Senior 
Citizens’ Commission. 

In addition, the oath 
of office was ad¬ 
ministered to Robert 
Baderian, new member 
of the Personnel Board; 
Jo Duckwall and Sheng 
Chang, Senior Citizens’ 
Commission; and Jean 
Cope, Sister City Com¬ 
mission.

Crime stats announced 


Major crime in Ar¬ 
cadia increased by 11.6 
percent and total crime 
increased by 13.4 percent 
during 1992, according 
to Chief of Police Neal 
Johnson in the Arcadia 
Police Department an¬ 
nual report. 

The major increase 
was in the number of 
assaults, 423 in 1992 as 
opposed to 283 in 1991. 
In addition, the theft 
rate went from 1141 to 
1295 in 1992. 

“Our analysis in¬ 
dicates that the difficult 
financial conditions that 
faced everyone during 
the past year was a con¬ 
tributory factor to the in¬ 
creases in theft and 
assault,” Johnson 
pointed out. 

While the overall 
crime numbers increas¬ 
ed, there was a reduction 
in the number of armed 
robberies, dropping 
from 168 incidents in 
1991 to 112 in 1992, fora 
reduction of 33.3 per¬ 
cent. The chief attributes 
that reduction to several 
arrests of robbery 
suspects in the latter part 
of 1991. 


The annual report also 
pointed out that felony 
narcotic arrests increased 
over 50 percent, going 
from 77 in 1991 to 116 in 
1992; however, the 1991 
figure was significantly 
lower as there were 143 
charges in 1990 and 123 
in 1989. 

Adult arrests for 
felony offenses increased 
from 453 in 1991 to 438 
in 1992, for an increase 
of 43.6 percent. 

There were eight peo¬ 
ple killed in five different 
traffic accidents last 
year, when there were 
1381 total accidents in 
the city. 

Of the 112 robberies 
during 1992, 20 took 
place at banks. 
Burglaries numbered 
331, with known daytime 
residential burglaries ac¬ 
counting for 137. Accord¬ 
ing to the crime analysis 
chart, there were 262 
shoplifting offenses, 167 
bicycle thefts and 226 
automobile thefts. 

The monetary loss suf¬ 
fered from robberies, 
burglaries and thefts, ex¬ 
cluding auto theft, was 


$2,525,020, while 
recovered loss was 
$108,250. 

In the annual report, 
Johnson wrote, “The 
men and women of the 
Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment look forward to the 
upcoming year and have 
accepted the challenge of 
crime reduction as a 
primary goal for 1993. 
However, we must em¬ 
phasize that crime reduc¬ 
tion is a product of com¬ 
munity participation and 
cannot be accomplished 
without the enthusiastic- 
efforts and support of 
everyone who lives or 
works here. 

“Every person who 
joins in the fight against 
crime has an impact. We 
ask you to become a part 
of the crime prevention 
effort, help us to help the 
Community. Be active in

To help free up time 
for regular sworn of¬ 
ficers, the Arcadia Police 
Department calls upon 
the volunteer services of 
29 reserve peace officers. 
If the reserves were paid 
beginning police wages, 
the time they spent in 
service to the city in 1992 
would amount to savings 
of approximately 
$166,250, according to 
Capt. Dave Hinig. 

The reserve forces are 
civilians who donate 
their time and efforts, 
working in the capacity 
of police officers. They 
serve to augment the 
fulltime police officers, 
acting as backup person¬ 
nel, proving traffic con¬ 
trol and responding to 
urgent situations and 
disasters that occur 
within the city. 

Lt. Ed Ostashay, Sgt. 
Steve Gilmore and Off. 
Steve Delgadillo coor¬ 
dinate the reserve pro¬ 
gram, which is under 
Hinig’s command. 

The reserve officers, 
which include one 
female, go through the 
Reserve Academy and 
an additional 200 hours 
of field training in Ar¬ 
cadia. Their careers in¬ 
clude mental health prac¬ 
titioner, oral surgeon, 
recreation supervisor.
